The tax jutyers of the State may well 
consider where the money come* from 
to defray the extraordinary exiiense of 
the Taylor-Colller army at Frankfort. 
There are now assembled at the capl- 
lial about 1,300 militia. The pay of 
these troop* when employed In active 
service as they are now in law deemed 
to be. Is as follows; Per day. colonel, 
lleut. col., *2 70; major, 12 50; cap- 
uin, 12 25; 1st lleut., $2; 2nd lleut., 12: 
1st sergt., «2; other sergeant* and cor- 
porals «1.75; privates. $1.50. Beside 
this each officer and enlisted man is en- 
titled to one ration per day, the same 
as In the army of the United States.

Shortly after the death of Gov. Ooe 
bel, Ll. Gov. J. C. W. Beckham was 
sworn Into succeed him. He Immedi- 
ately Issued a proclamation setting 
forth the facu of the death bv assassi- 
nation of one of Kentucky's greatest 
and noblest sons, whose high character 
for courage, manliness and honesty In 
the defense of the people led to hi* I 
destruction, and ordering tbe militia 
and all violent characters to disband, 
lay down their arm* and return to their 
home* and invoking the aid of the law- 
abiding iieople In restoring peace to 
the Commonwealth. He then Issued an 
order removing AdjutantGeneral D. H. 
Collier and his assistant, J. J. Dick- 
son, and appointed Gtn. John B. C as- 
tleman adjuMnt general. The latter 
accepted the office temporarily at much 
sacrifice to hi* private business, being 
Impelled by a sense of duty In the hojie 
of securing a peaceful solution of tbe 
dlRicullle* which environ u*. The 
general also said he would servo with- 
out compensation. 

The Legislature outwitted Satrap 
Taylor and held a *e**lon at the Capi- 
tol Hotel Friday afternoon. Out of an 
abundance of caution the report* In the 
contests over Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor were readopted, recognizing 
Goebel and Beckham. The House and 
Senate took action separately, and then 
met in joint session, when tbe report* 
were again adopted. Sjieaker Trimble 
presided In the House meeting, and .5tt 
members were present. The absent 
democrat* were Van Meter, Ro*e, ^rr 
and Hinton. Crider, who had been out 
heretofore, was present and$voted. In 
the Senate H* member* were present. 
Senator McConnell was away from 
Frankfort. Other democratic absen- 
tee* were Alexander, Hays, Gillespie] 
and HoberU. Senator Triplett, who 
has heretofore held out, attendeil tbo 
meeting, and voted for the reports. 

A petition for an Injunction to re- 
strain Taylor from Interfering with tbe 
action of the l.eglslatureand to prevonl 
him from bolding a session of the body 
at London, was sworn out Friday after- 
noon, returnable before Judge Cantrell 
Saturday, The sheriff was unable to 
serve the notice aud Stenograpbe* 
Alonzo Walker, was appointed a spec- 
ial bailiff. He succeeded In reaching 
Taylor’s barricaded room and serving 
notice on him both by throwing a copy 
at bis feet and by sticking one on the 
door,con*tltutlng a legal notice. Walk- 
er was Immediately arrested by order 
of the promoter and Instigator of as- 
sassination and lodged In the guard 
bouse. 

When Taylor saw there would be a 
clash between the civil authorities and 
bis partisan soldier* If he did not re- 
lease Walker on the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedlngs, he sneaked out of responsi- 
bility by having him released ‘‘on pa- 
role.” County Judge Brown gave out 
that he Intended to have the prisoner 
at all hazard* and that with the fur- 
ther step that was to be taken before 
tbe Federal court at Louisville to se- 
cure hls release, scared tbe frightened 
Individual Into a buck ague and tbe 
release was ordered very quickly. 
Walker will enter suit against Taylor, 
Collier and others for $ii(J,000 damage* 
for false Imprisonment. 

The notice of the Injunction proceed 
Ings was Ignored by the military det- 
pou, but they being constructively be- 
fore the court, proper notice having 
been served on them. Judge Cantrlll 
granted a temporary order restraining 
them from keeping the Legislature out 
of tbe Capitol building and from re- 
quiring them to meetln London, Hear- 
ing of the grounds lor making the or- 
der perinahent was fixed for next 
Thursday at Georgetown, where Judge 
Cantrlll’* court will be In session. 

Shown one of Col. Breckinridge s 
editorials. In which he seems to ex- 
press the sentiments and opinions of 
tbe party to which he ha* united hi* 
fortunes. Col. W. G. Welchjsaid: 

Breckinridge’s article I* plausible 
but wholly disingenuous and false In 
its conoluslou*.

It 
ha* made ll the plain duty of all good 
citizens, of all honest men indeed, to 
unite In suppressing the gang of hood- 
lums at Frankfort from Taylor to Whit- 
taker and Sutton.
